HART’S BLUE SEAL bears the ‘‘High Quality’’ Seal of the 
State of Connecticut, and produces dense, thick turf with 
a thrifty root system which insures long life and resist- 
ance to rough usage While it does not meet the exacting 
standards of Gold Seal, it produces a turf similar to that 
fine blend. For best results, sow in Spring or Fall. 


HART’S RED SEAL is rated “Good Quality” under State 
specifications and contains a higher percentage of quick 
growing grasses than the other Seal Blends, although the 
permanent grasses are in somewhat smaller supply. High- 
ly valuable tor late Spring or Summer seeding. Produces 
excellent turf under adverse conditions.
